“I understand,” said Mr, Sulzer, ‘“‘that 
the boss of the republican party says 
these charges are ‘all rot’ and that the 
president does not want them investigat- 
ed and that nothing is to be done with 
these grave and serious charges. If that 
was so,”’ ‘he continued, ‘‘the minority was 
entitled to know it. ‘There was a remedy, 
he declared, and that remedy would be 
applied. The secretary of the treasury 
was charged by reputable mewspapers 
and reputable men with a distinct viola- 
tion of the law. He proceeded to de- 
scribe the sale of the New York ctstom 
house to the Standard Oil trust. 

A Confession from Gage. 

Mr. Sulzer, continuing, quoted the words 
of President McKinley while a member 
of congress in criticism of the course of 
Secretary Fairchild in keeping govern- 
ment funds in national banks. He con- 
cluded with the statement that Secretary 
Gage had made the humiliating confes- 
sion that he is and was the mere agent 
of the Standard Oil, trust. 

He was followed by Mr. Sibley, demo- 
crat, of Pennsylvania, who said that, 
while he had supported Mr. Sulzer for 
the leadership of the house and the sec- 
ond place on the democratic national 
ticket, he could not agree with him 
in his attack upon Secretary Gage. 

(Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, caustica'ly ar- 
raigned Mr. Sulzer for his alleged tn:s- 
statements in the face of Secretary 
Gage’s report. There ought not to be 
an investigation of the secrteiaty of ‘the 
treasury, but there ought to be 4 public 
rebuke of a member who distorted the 
truth, who distorted the facts and who 
slandered honored publie offictals. (Re- 
publican applause.)

OTIS GUARANTEES RELIGIOUS

Manila, January 17.—The presence here 
of Archbishop Chappelle, the apostolic 
delegate to the Philippines, has greatly 
Stirred the Catholics of all nationalities.

Josiah Bobs Up. 

Once more our old friend and ancient 
ally, Hon. Josiah Patterson, late of 
Tennessee, but now of the world at 
large and of the republican party in 
particular, comes to the front. 
comes sighing, as doth the cow that 
has had her fill of clover. His pen- 
siveness is that of the man who, having 
made his jack, needs only two more 
points to score and win out. 

Josiah comes forward as a prophet, 
a little belated, as you may say, but 
still in time to get his name in the 
country papers. He is not only a 
prophet, but a student of finance, and 
in that capacity has been sending out 
Slips to the newspapers of some 
thoughts that he thought he thought 
on what is beautifully described as ‘the 
eve of Bryan’s nomination in 1896.” 
“Eve” is a word that carries the mind 
into the realms of poetry, and the fact 
that Josiah permits it to be employed 
fully in the interview he had with him- 
self three long years ago—an interview 
that has been resolutely suppressed un- 
til now—shows he is a versatile man. 

There was a reporter present at the 
time, too, a stanch adherent of The 
Washington Post, and it must have 
been a great temptation to Josiah when 
this reporter, anxious to lay before the 
country the golden words of wisdom 
that were flowing in a constant stream 
from the great Tennessee statesman’s 
lips, asked him for-an expression of 
opinion. “Colonel Patterson,” says this 
reporter, says he, changing his quid 
from one side of his mouth to the 
other, and tapping his morocco bound 
notebook with a fountain pen—‘‘Colo- 
nel Patterson, will 
quote your words?” says he. 
cleared his throat and replieq with 
great gravity: “I request you,” says 
he, “as a personal favor to myself not 
to quote my words,” says he. “I may 
be a candidate for re-election next No- 
vember,” he says, “and my words at 


this time must be regarded as confiden- 


tial,” says he. “My utterances,” says 
he, “might injure me politically.” 

It is just at this point that Josiah’s 
powers as a prophet are displayed in 
all their refulgence. They shine forth 
in the dark places and illuminate all 
the political scenery in the neighbor- 
hood of Memphis, Tenn, Josiah was a 
candidate the November following his 
remarkable utterances to the eager and 
able reporter of The Washington Post; 
and his political remarks did injure 
him politically; for what he compelled 
the reporter to suppress, he refused to 
suppress himself. He went about as a 
sort of side-show to the Bynum circus, 
and when he again offered his services 
to the people of his district as an all- 
around congressman, he was sat down 
upon, and wiped up, and dragged about 
ina way calculated to astound his 
friends and amuse his enemies. 

He returned to congress as a contest- 
ant, and there John Allen, of Missis- 
sippi, seized his case and exposed its 
pretensions with such success that the 
republicans whom Josiah had assisted 
refused to come to his assistance, and 
he was left stranded on the lee shore 
of politics until Mr. Hanna rescued 
him and placed him in a position 
which has a fairly comfortable salary 
attached thereto. 

But the fact that Josiah is sending 
out his belated interview at this time 
shows that he is beginning to resent 
the smothering process to which he has 
been subjected. He has been put upon 
the shelf, but he thinks he can call at- 
tention to himself by breaking old bot- 
tles and kicking off the plastering. 

The author of a dime novel could 
not invent a more impressive conclus- 
ion to Josiah’s prophetic remarks than 
those which appear on the slips that 
have been generously sent to the press 
in all parts of the country. “Three 
years and a half have passed since the 
above words were uttered,” and Josiah 
has been forcibly retired from con- 
eress. 

According to the proof-slip which 
has been sent out to the newspapers, 
Josiah would now rescue the demo- 
cratic party whici he deserted. He 
Says that if the party “would abandon 
Bryanism it could do great things.” 
But how? Let us for a moment take 
Josiah seriously. What great things 
could the party do? . What Josiah calls

Mistake of the Anglo-Saxon. 

The British campaign against the 
sturdy burghers of the Transvaal has 
again emphasized an Anglo-Saxon mis- 
'take which has no excuse for further 
existence. 

When the Irish Fusileers were com- 
pelled to surrender to the Boers, it wa3 
,to an Irish regiment under the green 
| flag that the surrender was male. ‘The 
event caused satisfaction to the Beers. 
It was accepted by them as an cinen 
that in the unequal stsruge'te they 
might be successful, and putting it be- 
hind them, they turned to the ew 
business which demanded their atten- 
tion. With the Irish regiment, how- 
ever, the members of which had 
neither ties of blood nor.tradition with 
the cause for which they were fighting, 
the capture of an English regiment was 
a cause for extravagant jubilation, in 
strange contrast with the stolid behav- 
ior of the Boers native to the soil. 

Here, then, was a cropping out of the 
Anglo-Saxon mistake of the centuries, 
and the strangeness of it is its most un- 
‘accountable feature. Three hundred 
years ago laws were unfair to the com- 
mon people of ail countries. It was 
only through evolution that the citizen 
became a recognized factor, and felt 
secure in his rights. The process was 
a little slower in Ireland than in Eng- 
land, but it was accomplished neverthe- 
Fess. Still the thorn stuck in the 
breast of the agricultural , Irishman 
Jong after the wound had healed over 
in the breast of his English brother. 
Nationalism may be pleaded, but Irish 
patriotism is not one whit stronger 
than the Scotch, and.yet the latter are 
the stanchest upholders of the empire. 
It cannot be for want of political con- 
cession, for the story of the nineteenth 
century has been one of constant 
amendment of bad laws. It cannot be 
for withholding of patronage, for Irish- 
men, and Catholic Irishmen at that, 
have been rewarded out of all propor- 
tion to their numbers in the empirs, 
and its crowning evidence is the pres- 
ence of Lord Russell in the chair of 
chief justice. 

Where, then, is to be sought the mis- 
take by which Englishmen, granting 
every Irish claim with becoming celeri- 
ty, have failed to win their alliance? 
It is in the heart-coldness with which 
all this has been done. The manner 
in which a gift is given often effaces 
the gift itsélf. A little soul thrown in- 
to the relations between the two races 
would make of the Irish even a more 
loyal ally, if possible, than the Scotch. 
The failure to inject the .spirit into 
the relations of Ireland and England 
is a strong evidence that the greatest 
victory which can be won is self- 
conquest. 

To Americans this must always be 
a pertinent and an unpleasant subject. 
With a preponderance of English ®lood 
and sentiment which leans us toward 
sympathy with the mother country, we 
find this condition disturbed by an im- 
portant element of our — population 
which-is pro-American when viewed 
from all other points. It is a thorn 
which we should like to see extracted, 
if such a feat is ever possible. 
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The Emigratign Arrests. 

The interference with the wholesale 
emigration of farm laborers from 
along the line of the Georgia railroad 
was a move really in the interest of 
the would be emigrants themselves. 

There is no opposition in Georgia to 
the normal and voluntary emigration 
of citizens. It is conceded that men 
have a right to. change their residence 
as often as their self-interest dictates, 
and that even in the present case that 
‘right exists, and may be exercised by 
any person who wants to avail himself 
of it. 

“When an emigration agent, however, 
whose only interest is a commission for 
head-services, undertakes to rouse 
whole neighborhoods up to moving, 
not only disturbing local conditions, 
but landing his victims helpless in a 
strange place, he renders himself liable 
to the public, and it is proper to inter- 
fere with his work. Emigration from 
Georgia must be a voluntary act upon 
the part of those who want to go, and 
it is the quty of ‘tthe state to see that 
they are not imposed upon. An at-

The negro cook at the Bloodworth home 
told Detective Chosewooa that Thomp- 
son had been in the kitchen on the day 
of the poisoning, which was last. Sun- 
day. 

With this evidence against .the negro 
Detective Chosewood arrested Thompson 
last Monday night. The negro strenuous- 
ly denied his guilt and stated that he 
had never bought any cantharides from 
Grant's drug store. Later, when con- 
fronted with Mr. Moore, he announced 
that he had purchased 129 grains but had 
taken them himself in a quart of beer, 
The evidence yesterday developed the 
fact that one grain was a dose. 
“This in brief Was the evidence of 
Witnesses yesterday morning. The 
fence introduced no testimony.

School and the First Oratorical 
Contest Occurs Today. : 


With splendid exercises the oil por- 
trait of General Robert E. Lee will be 
unveiled 4his morning at 11 o’clock in the 
hall of the Alciphronian Literary and De- 
pating Society, of the Boys’ High school. 
Some of the best speakers of the insti- 
tution wi!! participate in the exercises and 
it is probable that a large crowd will be 
present to hear the young men. 

Everyone in the city who feels an inter- 
est in keeping alive the memories of the 
fate leader of the confederate army, which 
includes everybody, {fs invited to attend 
the exercises. The spacious hall of the 
society is amply able to accommodate all 
who will attend and additional chairs will 
be placed for the benefit of visitors. 

Special invitations have been extended by 
the members of the school to the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association, the two camps of 
confederate veterans, Daughters of the 
Confederacy, Sons of Veterans, Children 
of the Confederacy and the Ordet of Rob- 
ert E. Lee, 

In addition to the unveiling of the por- 
trait the members of the senior class ‘will 
participate in an oratorical contest for a 
medal offered to the school by the ladies 
of the Order of Robert E. Lee. This 
medal is of gold and is to be worn one 
year by the winner of today’s contest. 
The contest for it will occur annually. 

The judges of the contest have been 
chosen from the Order of Robert E. Lee 
and the two camps of veterans. Their 
decision will probably be made known 
this afternoon and tomorrow the medal 
will be presented the winner by Governor 
Allen D. Candler. The. presentation will 
occur during the exercises in honor of 
Lee to be conducted tomorrow afternoon 
at the capitol by the Order of Robert E. 
os : 

The portrait of Lee will make the fifth 
oil painting that adorns the walls of the 
society hall. The idea of decorating the 
walls of the society with portraits of 
famous men, Whose examples. the boys 
should emulate, and whose careers are 
examples of patriotism and distinguished 
abilitv, originated with Professor W. M. 
Slaton, principal of the school, and was 

‘seized upon by the members of the socie- 
ty. Since the work of decorating the walls 


* was begun—it commenced about one year 


ago—the boys have become more and more 
enthused over their tasks, and if portraits 
are purchased as rapidly as they have 
been in the past it will be only a few 
years until the Boys’ High school will be 
a veritable art gallery. 

The speeches of presentation this morn- 
ing will be made by Cone Maddox, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
senior class, and Harry W. Stovall, also 
of the executive committee.

HE trial of the Imperial theater peo- 

ple in the police court yesterday ar- 

ternoon was one of the most intense- 
ly interesting acts that hag ever oeen on 
the boards at the police mgtinee. 

The recorder had the Bowery dance 
Siven in open court, and.the spectacular 
Scene was enjoyed by a great crowd of 
S’bloods, and others: who had come to wit- 
ness the one-act drama. 

After seeing the dance and hearing all 
the evidence on both sides, Recorder 
Broyles dismissed the case against Man. 
ager Fred Rider on a technical point as 
the charge had been docketed incorrectly : 
he dismissed the case against Vera Har- 
vey, the woman in the case, because she 
had not been fully identifiea with her 
Stage clothes off; and then fined W. H. 
Trueheart, the comedian, $100 and cosis of 
court, at the same time delivering gone 
of the most denunciatory excoriations 
ever pronounced by a judge in a court of 
justice, 

Apart from the main issue the affair 
was replete with sensational “asides, 
Making the case possibly the liveliest 
that has ever been in the recorder's court. 

The three defendants were: Freq Rider, 
Proprietor of Rider’s Imperial theater; W. 
‘H. Truehart, the leading comedian in the 
troupe now showing at the Imperial, and 


Vera Harvey, a very pretty woman who. 


seems to be the star of the troupe. 

Rider was charged with running a dis- 
orderly house, and the actor and actress 
were charged with violating sestion iv of 
the city code, which prohih':s” any inde- 
cent or obscene shows in the city. 

When the cases -vre called in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afterneon the 
room was packed, and about thirty wit- 
nesses were sworn.
